SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled magazine page also known as Gameboy Magazine Page 11 is classified 
as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to the importer. 

The publication is a single page torn from a magazine, one of 17 such pages submitted 
for classification. The page is double sided with a single full-page photographic image 
on both sides. The page explicitly depicts a naked pose and a sexual act by teenage 
or young adult males whose age is difficult to determine. 

The classification is because of the extent and degree to which, and the explicit 
manner in which, the page depicts sexual conduct by what appears to be a young 
person, as well as exploiting the nudity of subjects who appear to be young persons, 
and the resultant likely injury to the public good if the pages were to be made more 
widely available in any form. 

The page is not objectionable outright for promoting or supporting or tending to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The 
age of the participants in the images is ambiguous. The pages are stated to be for the 
importer's own use and this is likely given their form. As pages torn from a whole 
magazine their impact is limited. Restricting this page and the other very similar pages 
in the submission to the importer minimises the possibility of any likely public injury by 
preventing the page being shown or made available to any other party, while impinging 
on the rights and freedoms of the individual to a minimal extent in terms of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
